3. General-Marie W. Clark. Spec- 


ulation here has centered chiefly 
around the fact that a number of 
Mr. Truman's recent diplomatic 
appointments have been from mil- 
itary ranks. But Clark's tasks in 
Austria remain of such magnitude 
that there is doubt he would be 
transferred to even as important 
a post as ambassador to Britain. 


4. James Dunn, now ambassador 


to Italy. Wealthy enough to main- 
tain the post, he has been men- 
tioned chiefly because of his stand 
in favor of close Anglo-American 
cooperation. 


5. Supreme Court Justice Robert 


Jackson. His choice could serve 
the double purpose of filling the 
post with a. Democrat who has 
gone along with new deal policies, 
find at the same time ease a 
strained situation on the nation's 
high tribunal where he and Justice 
Hugo Black are at odds. 


6. Joseph P. Kennedy. Here the

ing profits, had brought up points 
which "it is going to take a staff 
of accountants, engineers and oth- 
ers to answer." 


Disclose Huge Profits 


The questions as to the Kaiser 


financial setup arose 
yesterday 


after the committee heard testi- 
mony that Kaiser shipbuilding en- 
terprises received S192.237.284 in 
profits from the government on a 
capital investment of $2,510,000. 


The committee also was told 


that an unrelated company in Flor- 
ida ran a S600 investment into 
profits of more than $2.000,000, 
an item which prompted Reps. 
Fred Bradley fR-Mich) and Alvin

full-scale investigation. 


Kaiser, who disputed the figures 


relating to his company, repeated- 
ly told committee counsel he was 
unable to answer some of the ques- 
tions about his financial structure 
at the moment.

He said Russia had nd 
intention of using Germany either 
against western Europe or against 
the United States, since this would 
not be in the interest of the Sa 
viet Union. 


He called for "demilitarization 


and democratization" of Germany 
as one step toward a "stable and 
lasting peace.'1 


"One should strongly differen- 


tiate between the hue and cry 
about a 'new war' which is taking 
place now and the real danger of a

present," Stalin said.
